HOT 

AN everyday tale of midlands folk 
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The Trader Sacks 90 


FORTRESS WAPPING and the dirty dealings or Rupert 
Murdoch may be over a hundred miles away in the 
docklands of East London, but the Midlands can now 
"boast" its very own "Wapping" — and its very own, 
very nasty "Murdoch". 

In the same way that Murdoch sacked NGA {National 
Graphical Association) and SOGAT printers working 
on The Sun, The Times, etc and brought in scabs to 
do their work behind the wire at Wapping, Lionel 
•Pickering — owner of such local papers at the 
Nottingham Trader and the Derby Trader — sacked 88 
printers on December 4 1986 and took their work to • 
non-unionised scab printers. 

The printworkers heard of their dismissal in a par. 
ticularly cowardly and underhand way. Pickering 
sent each of his workers a now infamous "sack-o- 

gram". 


The DHSS say they are finding out if any of the 
strikers were "dismissed for ’gross misconduct’". 

If they could prove this, strikers would lose up .to 
12 weeks benefit. • * . • 

This attempt by the DHSS to harrass the strikers will * 
probably only delay payments, rather than lose the 
strikers money: there is no question of any having 
been sacked for "gross misconduct". But naturally 
enough the uncertainty is worrying for those 
strikers with families to support. 

A Printworkers Support.Group has formed in Derby. 
’Meanwhile, in Nottingham, some local TU groups and 
Labour Party branches hajve been giving.money „to_.the 
dispute.” Other practical support has come from, 
amongst others, Nottingham Anarchists, the Anarchist 
Anarchist Communist Federation, Wildcat and the 
Socialist Workers Party.

Power-mad and greedy millionaries like Pickering can 
not be allowed to trample all over his employees 
in his oersonal crusade to smash organised labour. 

He must be stopped. Stand by the Trader printworkers! 


The main plant were the. printworkers worked, at 
Heanor Gate in Derbyshire, was immediately occupied 
by defiant NGA printers — who spoke of their 
determination to resist the sackings and win back 

their jobs. 

In the event, the lock-in only lasted a matter of 
hours. But although the workers accepted that they 
could not sustain the lock-in indefinitely, they 
straight away began a round the clock picket of the 
plant. 


Since then, they have been gaining support in the 
area. Derbyshire ...County Council are among Trader 
customers who have withdrawn their advertising 
accounts, from all Pickering's papers. 



Anarchists took a collection for the strike-fund 
at the recent Hunts Sabs benefit at The Garage. It 
brought in over £40, and that money, together with 
the £7 given by customers at Mushroom was gratefully 
received by the pickets outside the 


Stikers are keen to discuss the way the dispute is 
being* *organised. They explained how they planned 
to move their planning’ meetings from a nearby pub 
to a local community centre. That way, a creche 
could easily be run, enabling printers wives to get 
fully involved in organising the dispute.

Evening Post Prints Trader!! 

It can now be revealed that 'T Bailey Forman (the 
company that owns the Nottingham Evening Post) has 
been printing the Nottingham Trader! 

The plant concerned is at Breaston, near Long Eaton. 
It’s amazing that T Bailey Forman have risked be¬ 
coming involved in another major dispute, only a 
few short weeks after the dispute with NUJ journal¬ 
ists was settled. 

Sacked NGA printers who went to the plant on Jan 
26th picketted around 7 scab printers who arrived at 
the T Bailey Forman Plant. That night they printed the 
tens of thousands of copies of the week's Trader. 

A much larger picket on Feb 2nd waited at the plant 
for printers to arrive — but none did. It's possible 
that scabs were frightened off by the larger picket 
that night.' 

Investigations into where the Trader was printed that 
night continue. In the meantime: BOYCOTT THE POST TOO!

January 24th marked the first anniversary of the 
strike at Wapping. Twelve months of hard slog 
against King Shit Murdoch and his band of scabs 
who, despite all efforts, are still pushing, 
out their scabby rags. The papers involved m the 
dispute are: The Sun, The Times, The Sunday 
Times and the News of the World. 

To mark the day, the NGA and SOGAT had 
-organised a march through London to Wapping. 

So Nottingham Trades Council booked two coaches 
to trundle off down the Ml to show our support. 


front of a side road~down to one of the plant’s 
gates. In the side road stood a line of plods — 
backed up with 100 riot police and 2 horse units. 


A few cans and fireworks were merrily flying 
into police lines but it wasn't until the lorry 
was overturned that the riot police were sent out 
as snatch squads. The police regrouped and called 
in an armoured bulldozer to push the lorry out of 
the way — sending a wave of ponce to clear the 
road and beat the crap out of anyone too slow on 
their feet. 


The suicidal thing was that the coppers were tooled 
up and padded and we just had the clothes we stood 
up in. There was nothing to throw in the first 
half an hour except empty beer cansJ.’ 



We had our first inkling of the sort of day it 
was going to be when at Watford Gap services our 
coffee slurping was interupted by shouts of 
"scab lorries in the lorry car park’". We rushed 
out to see a group of comrades hounding an unmarked 
artics (identified by serial numbers) out of the 
services. One lorry tried knocking us down but 
it too fled down the Ml to Fortress Wapping. 

We joined the marcn at Bush House, waiting for 
a convenient gap to leap into that wasn't in the 
middle of a Marxist-Leninist Party shouting things 
at each other through megaphones. 


Eventually we managed to link up with a con¬ 
tingent of other anarchists, namely the Anarchist- 
Communist Federation (A.CF) and the Direct Action 
Movement (DAM-IWA). The march, mainly trade union 
members, numbered about 15-20,000 and was the usual 
stroll around the sheeppen that marches are, 
except for a) cheering the pickets outside British 
Telecom's HQ, and, b) when some opportunist soul 
ran out of a pub and bottled a copper before 
disappearing back into the.pub. 

We reached Wapping. It was the first time I’d seen 
the place, and all the descriptions are true -- 
a -huge floodlit, concrete block surrounded by 
razor wire and fencing. The lorry ramp is 
crammed with artics all waiting to be loaded with 
News International’s right-wing scab Loving crap. 


To the right of us was a field, in front of us 
some flats, where the stage was,'in front of the 
stage about 10,000 people. In the road were 3,000 
people all milling about. Stewards on the stage 
whined at the people in the road to "keep moving" 
but we were having.none of it. 


All eyes were on a hire lorry (who hired it 
isn’t known by me — it was pretty confused about 
this time. 7.ABomish) which had been abandoned 


The next four hours was just a pitched battle, a 
really strange mixture of anger, fear and adren¬ 
alin rush, running from police charges and lobbing 
bricks at the police lines. 

What made me angry was the total crap being spouted 
by certain speakers from the stage, and the fact 
that so many thousnads watched blankly from "the 


Sixty nine people were arrested, 150 coppers injured. 
How many of us injured, isn’t known... 


What I do know is that as a result of what happened 
that night, the Public Order Act is being im¬ 
plemented as wri te . 


No-one except the the rank and file strikers at 
Wapping will win the strike. No union bureaucrat 
is going to do it for them. We’ve got to support 
the struggles of all workers at the receiving end 
of the state's truncheon -- no more so than at 
Wapping.

grass bank as people in the road got attacked. 

If it had been 10,000 in the road instead of 
3,000 we could have knackered the coppers. I 
saw two people beaten unconcious by riot police 
and god knows how many with their faces pulped by 
batons, and (I'm sad to say) badly aimed bricks. 
That’s why it was so fucking good to see copper 
after copper getting dragged back into Wapping. 
They weren’t falling like nine pins, but it was 
near enough. 
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Race checks 

For two weeks in January, Nottingham was one 
of three pilot areas in the country which tested 
out further racist governmental policies. To¬ 
gether with offices in Leeds and Handsworth, 
Unemployment Benefit Offices (UBOs) in Notting¬ 
ham (and, last year, Toxteth) checked the race of 
people who came to sign on. 


Although the Department of Emplyment claims 
that this is merely a survey, and that information 
gathered will not be linked to particular indiv- 
iduals, we see such monitoring as the thii) end 
of the wedge - a wedge which could end up with 
everyone's race on national computer. Although 
there are as yetno known plans to introduce race 
checks at UBOs nationally, any unopposed pilot 
schemes make this more likely. And °P p ° 81t ^°" 
in Nottingham was somewhere between wea 
exiscant (despite the Revolutionary C °” m “"“Lxves 
Party's bid for publicity and glory for themselves 

in the scab Trader). 

It is interesting - and worrying - that the 
pilot areas for these race checks all have large 
black populations. And the forms at UBOs were 
only interested in whether claimants were 
or Afro-Caribbean - all other races were lumped 
together undet "white or other". With' 
of heavy industry, british bosses no longer hav ® 
the same need for a large workforce which caused 
them to promote black immigration originally. 

New technology means that whereas before the 
cheap (black) workforce had to be brought to the 
work, now the work can be taken to the cheap 
(black) workforce, overseas and at less <r* pe “®®: 
The bosses and the state have finished with their 
• need for black workers,, so state racism Becomes 
ever more respectable, ever more overt. Un- 
employment is hitting black people particularly 
hard. Also, race checks can be used to further 
the cancerous growth of racism by showing 
"statistically" how "black" 'Jscroungers are. 


So what do the workers at dole offices think 
about doing this dirty jobt Their Union, the 
CPSA, told Nottingham Anarchist News that it had 
a policy of "total opposition to ethnic monitor¬ 
ing" since 1984, particularly at UBOs as statistics 
could be used for racist purposes, such as pol- 
icing benefit. Fine words, and in Handsworth and 
Leeds they DID lead to some action. Some members 
went on strike and handed out leaflets, as a result 
the CPSA is now involved in legal proceedings. 

So why did members in Nottingham vote against 
action and do fuck all to oppose racism? Is 
there something in the air that makes Nottingham 
bureaucrats more scared of losing their jobs 
than other bureaucrats? 


Each fur tiier refinement of state racism needs 
to be smashed at the start by ALL of us, black or 
white, employed or unemployed. And smarmy pen- 
pushers and formfillers who carry out the nuts 
and bolts that keep us screwed into place need 
to know what we think of them — THEY ARE PART 
OF THE ENEMY.

Support Silentnight strikers 

After 21 months of industrial action, the 
Silentnight strike at factories in Yorkshire 
and Lancashire (see N@N No 11) has been made 
unofficial by the strikers union FTAT. 

However, groups up and down the country, 
including Nottingham, will be stepping up 
their support.

Two cold yet determined members of the weekly 
picket outside Upper Parliament Street Co-Op. 
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More than 100,000 British Telecom (BT( engineers 
are now on indefinate national strike over a 
dispute. This follows a 24 hour strike involving 
more than 50,000 workers -2,500 in Notts and 
Derby- in support of colleagues suspended for 
refusing to resume overtime working. Meanwhile 
BT insist that overtime is a part of the 
strikers contract of employment. 

Since April last year the NCU (National Comm¬ 
unications Union) had been negotiating a 5% pay 
increase, but BT management would not agree to 
this increase without the addition of several 
clauses, which the NCU say amounted to a change 
of workers practises and conditions of employ¬ 
ment. 

The strike is now starting to cause consider¬ 
able chaos in Notts and nationally,although BT are 
anxious to contain the extent of the disruption 
and to put an end togrowing fears that they may 
not be able to cope. A Home Office spokesperson 
said that the governments own emergancy commu¬ 
nications system may be used if the BT network 
broke down. 

The strikers did offer to repair life and death 
services where the elderly and sick were con¬ 
cerned; but BT saw fit to sabotage these plans 
by suspending the very workers who would be 
volantarily answering such .emergencies I 

The strikers are anxious to stress that their 
dispute is with BT top management and not with 
customers. They say their protests are not only 
about pay, but also about excessive increases 
in bills and the worsening standards of service. 

BT made £640,000,000 profit AFTER TAX in the 
last 6 months. Top level BT managers have nearly 
doubled theirpay since privatisation, but the 
staff have seen over 25,000 jobs go since 1981 - 
and management now want to cut 24,000 more jobs. 

This is but another example of the willingness 
of big business to trample all over people in 
their pursuit of profit. Jimi.

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No More Bloody Sundays 


Campaigning Against 
Police Repression 


This was a demonstration against the Public 
Order Act, much of which came into force at 
the beginning of the year. A lot more Notting¬ 
ham people could have gone on this if they’d 
taken the trouble to book a seat. However, 15 
of us joined the march. It was a sunny day and 
there seemed to be about 500 people present. 
These numbers swelled as the march started. 

There were no large CAPR banners, so onlookers 
would be forgiven for thinking that ’’Islington 
Green Party” commands massive support, whereas 
in fact, if one of them had stopped for a piss, 
there wouldn r t have been enough left to hold 
up their banner. 

We set off down the Caledonian. Road occasionally 
chanting ’’Burn it down, burn it down, burn it 
down” outside prisons, Times Newspapers, Gov¬ 
ernment buildings etc. I liked doing that very 
much but had trouble remembering the words. 

When we reached the law courts in Holborn, 
various people harranged the masses with mega¬ 
phones. The RCG called the Anarchists ’’filthy 
dirty scumbags” and the Anarchists called the 
RCG ’’dirty filthy scumbags”, but all agreed 
that the streets were ours, and no act of 
parliament was going to keep us off them. 

Outside South Africa House, we sat down in 
the road, got up, chanted ’’burn it down etc” for 
a bit and then decided to head for the Houses 
of Parliament. The police control of the demo 
had been getting more and more tenuous since 
the law courts, but down Whitehall they lost 
it completely. The horse guards with their 
sabres left their posts as demonstrators ran 
past, pursued by police vans and traffic. The 
charge was finally halted at the Parliament Sq 
end of Whitehall by a wall of police, who 
gradually hemmed us in on the pavement, allow¬ 
ing only two or three people out at once. 

1 At this point, perhaps we could have made it 
into Parliament Square in small groups and then 
reassembled the demo, I don’t know. Anyway, 
Nottingham contingent walked back to Trafalgar 
Square and went home. Unlike the CND demos 
I’ve been used to, which are decorous affairs 
along carefully marked out routes, I felt there 
were moments when we were in charge of this 
march, and not the"police. Perhaps one day the 
streets really will be ours, but this’ll only 
happen if YOU remember to get your bloody 
coach ticketT

On January 30th 1972, 1A unarmed people were 
shot dead in Derry City, Northern Ireland. They 
were gunned down when the British Army occupying 
their country fired indiscriminately andwith- 
out warning into a protest march. 

The role of the British State throughout Irish 
history is an outrage we ignore at our own peril. 
Bloody Sunday cannot be forgotten. January 31s.t 
this year saw a large angry march through Sheffield 
to commemorate the 15th anniversary of Bloody 
Sunday. 

Nottingham anarchists marched with other 
anarchists ahead of a Republican marching band. 
Contacts were remade and information exchanged; 
we were also the tattiest section of the march! 

It was good that we were there - next time lets 
fcee even more anarchists opposing British *.* 

imperialism. 

Some fascists turned up to bait marchers with 
their bloodstained union flags, but, happily 
enough, people had the gumption and guts to ignore 
the organiser’s instructions for ’good behaviour’ 
(and authorised chants only!) to give at least 
one of the scum a good kicking when he attacked 
the marchers. 

Sectarianism first reared it’s ugly head when 
the Irish Freedom Movement (an R.C.P. front) 
and the Socialist Workers Party vied with each 
other to show off how many placards they’d brought 
Then, when the march arrived at the rally, there 
were scuffles as the I.F.M. insisted on having 
a speaker. They won, but what for? All their 
speaker told us was that he’d had a hard time 
getting to speak, but R.C.P.*s planted carefully 
throughout the audotorium cheered wildly. 

Other speakers were concerned with different 
aspects of the war in Ireland. We were reminded 
that plastic bullets are deadly. Sinn Fein spoke 
(Bunged in last when most people had had to go 
& after the lefties had had their say! - 
Typissed). A women from the Miners Support Groups 
spoke personally on how the miners struggle had 
opened her eyes to the brutality of the British 
State. These are the sort of links which need to 
be made. We have a responsibility to ourselves 
and to people in the 6 counties to get the 
British troops out now. We have a common enemy 
to fight, and that has everything to do with 
solidarity and nothing to do with party 
building.

Now the American airforce is using some of the 
huge storage sheds at Chilweil depot to store 
airfield trucks, our local base is a small but 
important part of U.S. plans to defend Europe 
by exploding a lot of weapons all over it. It 
says on the telly that Xmas is supposed to be 
a time of peace, goodwill and old films, so it 
was decided to take this message - albiet drip¬ 
ping with insincerity - to the heart of the 
American war machine by holding a part inside 
the base. 

In the early hours of December 21st a motley 
convoy lurched towards Chilweil. Two means of 
entry had already been prepared at the perimeter 
fence. 

Now, for the group I was in, sneaking along 
underneath the flyover by the base fence things 
started to go wrong. There was a policeman in 
a hut looking at us. Was it a case of too many 
large bums sticking up above the grass, or had 
we been grassed up? We hid in the shadows like 
a load of prawns until the M.O.D. plods told 
us to piss off, then piled back into the cars 
and headed round to our other entrance. 

By now the other group had made their way 
undetected to the middle of the base and were 
drinking, singing, pulling crackers and generally 
making merry without us. Despite the noise it 
was a long time before the M.O.D. turned up to 
join in the fun. 

Meanwhile I was driving towards the other 
entrance, with another car - load of us, when I 
decided to create a diversion by breathing into 
an orange plastic box held by a policeman. When 
I lit up the green light the policeman let us 
go, but stopped us again when they heard on their 
radio of what was happening inside the base. 
Eventually they let us go and we resolved grimly 
to get into the base. We finally made it at 
about 5 oclock.a.m. A policewoman discovered us 
while lurking outside the station. Soon we were 
united with our friends, happily decorating our 
cells with holly and tinsel. The M.O.D, inter¬ 
viewed everone, asking the usual inane questions. 

They got a bit rough when we insisted on our 
right to a phone call, and none of us were given 
the opportunity to make one. In fact you could 
say that the M.O.D. attitude was not entirely 
consistant with the spirit of the season, but 
what most concerned them was the whereabouts of 
an extremely dangerous Christmas tree, which the 
press said we had planted. In fact this lethal 
device was approx. 400mm high and in the cell 
with us. 

Gradually everybody was released into the cold, 
wet morning, although some were kept for 5 or 6 
hours. But all was not lost. I was delighted 
to find someone had saved a cracker for me.

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’ight the fascist gay bashers: 
Support the Womhourne 12 


A few days before Christmas a number of young 
Lesbian and Gay people met in Nottingham for a 
small informal, festival. The event had been 
organized at very short notice, and though the 
number of people there wasn’t high the spirits 
and enthusiasm were. 

On Sunday 21st December we decided to end the 
get together with a bit of direct action. As you 
may have heard a certain Councillor Brownshit, 
scumbag leader of Tory led South Staffordshire 
District Council, had made certain outrageously 
predjudiced and frightening statements - namely 
that in his view and apparently others on the 
council, ”90% of gay people should be gassed", 
the other 10% should be allowed to live as they 
had been the ones corrupted by the rest. 


The under 21’s were sent to Brockhill Remand 
Centre, the wimmin to the notorious Risley and 
the older males to Winson Green, Birmingham. 

Whilst in_prison all of the young Brockhill 
remandees were threatened with violence by other 
inmates and three were actually assaulted. Most 
were eventuallly isolated and some asked to be 
put on Rule 43 for their own protection. 

We were all also told that we would be made 
to take an aids test which we would have ref - 
sed. The prison probation officers did not contact 
our solicitors as requested which could have 
resulted in us being released much earlier. The 
police, the court and the duty solicitor, the 
duty probation officers in court and at our own 
prisons conspired to withhold our access to our 
own solicitors until it was too late to act. 


Twelve of us, four wimmin and eight blokes 
piled into a van and set off equipped with banners, 
leaflets and gas masks. We arrived at about 6pm. 

It was dark and beginning to rain. The house, 
Serento by name, 91 School. Road, Himley, stood 
in a fantastical aura of Christmas fairy lights, 
glistening tinsel and bigotted fucking ignorance. 


Brownshits comments were reported widely both 
in the papers and on radio and. television. Many 
people were incensed with rage that he should 
be able to say such things and get away with it. 
On Sunday afternoon we decided to pay him a 
visit. 


On Monday 29th December we were represented 
by our own solicitors and were bailed to appear 
again on February 23rd and 24th at SiCsden 
Magistrates Court. Our solicitors have asked for 
an investigation into police conduct, the 
conduct of the prosecution, the magistrates sit¬ 
ting at the time of our remand, and the proba¬ 
tion service is investigating the misconduct - 
or rather, failure,- to act of the associated 
probation officers. 

We appear again in Siesden on the 23rd and 
24th of Feb., on charges of Breach of the Peace, ' 
and assault of police officers. Please be there. 
There will be coaches from Nottingham. 


Brownshit, "leader of scumbags, wasn’t in res¬ 
idence but his piggy son was. "Hello - we’ve 
come to be gassed I" were our introductory words, 
followed by other happy Christmas messages, such 
as "Brownhill brownshirt don’t be reckless, we’re 
gonna get you with the necklace.". 


The filth arrived and arrested us all under 
section 5 of the Public Order Act. We sat down 
and linked arms in a tight circle, they then 
proceeded - all ten of them - to tread on us, 
and manipulated our limbs, strangling people 
and even kicking and punching one of the wimmin. 

At lenghth we were all dragged away offering 
minimal resistance to thecars and at the station 
locked in cells. 

We spent over 24 hours at Wombourne nick being 
hassled and abused, before being dragged into 
court on Monday evening, to be put on remand 
for seven days until after the holiday. The reason 
given was that our names and addresses were being 
verified, and as we were a risk to public order 
we mustn’t be allowed to go free - over half our 
addresses had been verified. 

We were being punished by the filth who' had 
misled the court, and abused by a Tory .court 
who saw fit to send twelve people down, (four 
of whom where 17, and all twelve of whom had 
no previous convictionF5 ] for seven days for a 
very small, peaceful protest. We were betrayed 
by a scab duty solicitor, whose only aim it seems 
was to wash his hands of us as soon as possible 
and collect his legal aid money.He made no att¬ 
empt to defend us and refused^ to__apjp_eal_ev.en. 
"though there would have been two full working 
days left before the holiday, and we’d have most 
likely gone before a judge and been bailed. 

Whilst in custody we had not been permitted to 
phone our own solicitor.

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Not very subtly hidden in the government's T.V advert about 
Aids is the idea that Sex equals Death equals God s Will. 

The phallic symbolism of the hard penile chisel violently 
thrusting its way through soft passive stone to the discordant 
chimes of religious music is a disturbing collage of images 
and associations. 


Since civilisation began moralists have peddled these concepts 
as a very effective method of mind control and destabilisation 
of the individual.Our sexuality and our appreciation and 
understanding of it is central to our well being and peace of 
mind. The idea that a free sexuality is diseased and leads to 
death has been a key marketing concept for the institution of 
marriage.** You know you’re safe from sexually transmitted 
diseases when you buy yourself a genuine C.of E. approved 
virgin'*. 

Throughout the history of civilisation there have been many 
incidences of the church the state and the media collaborating 
to restrict and shape the sexuality of the masses. 


In the 15th-17th centuries the church denounced independent 
women,many of them lesbian, as witches,the state tried them, 
and the newly developed printing pressesj-provided every court 
in Europe with a copy of "The Hammer of the Witches a hand¬ 
book listing the various offences for which women could be 
convicted for witchcraft.Also at this time many gay^men were 
convicted of heresy,and the anti-gay insult 'faggot* dates 
from this period when gay men were tied together in bundles 
and burned in the funeral pyres of the witches. Witches were 
accused of killing babies,spreading disease,poisoning,and 
’disgusting* sexual practices,and public hysteria was 
manipulated as a front to cover this massive abuse of human 
rights. 


In Hitler's Germany the Jews were accused of polluting and 
infecting the race blood of the germanpeople,and media 
manipulated hatred of the jews led to six million of them 
being denounced to the state and executed in concentration 
camps like Auschwitz. Hundred of thousands of other 
'deviant'minority groups also ended their lives in the 
death camps,blacks,political activists,travelling people, 
mentally handicapped people,and homosexuals and lesbians, 
in an effort to purify the aryan race.Whilst this may 
have resulted in a massive decline in the size of the 
Jewish population ofEurope it has had little long term 
effect on the size of the homosexual population as lesbians 
and gay men continue to be born to heterosexual parents. 



Today in Thatcher's Britain,which is looking more like 
Hitler's Germany every day we see again this collaboration of 
state church and media in the handling of the Aids health 
crisis. The stigmatisation of people with Aids and the 
minority groups associated with Aids by church leaders , 
politicians .police chiefs,and gutter press, does nothing, 
absolutely nothing to halt the spread of the disease, and 
current attempts by the far right to criminalise people 
with the disease would only drive it underground. 


This is not to say that Aids is nothing more than a media 
myth, far from it ,it is a very real and very deadly disease, 
and we must all take on board the responsibility to see that 
we don’t contribute to the spread of the virus. 


Aids is a disease of all sexually active people, it isn't. 
just homosexuals and intravenous drug users who are at risk, 
but anyone who isn't in a permanent lifelong exclusively 
monogamous relationship. 

The sexual activity that is most likely to lead to the 
transmission of the virus is screwing or fucking.it is a 
very popular sexual act,and is often the high point ,or 
the aim and objective of many sexual encounters. Since 
it is impossible to tell whether your prospective sexual 
partner is infected with the virus,or not, it makes common 
sense for everyone,from now on to use condoms with any new 
sexual partner they may wish to fuck/screw with, or to 
practice a lower risk sexual activity. Many homosexuals, : 

,bisexuals,intravenous drug users.haemophiliacs,and their 
sexual partners are already practicing safer sex, and 
it makes good sense for all of us to do so from now on to 
safeguard the health and futures of ourselves and our 
significant others. Far from being a limited or 
restricted form of sexual behaviour safe sex frees us 
from the sex equals death association and allows us to 
eroticise the whole body and*connect more deeply with our 
sexual selves.

The idea that Aids is confined within small minority groups 
is a dangerous fallacy that can lead on one hand to- complacency, 
and on the other hand to false hopes of the eradication of 
the disease by the eradication of those infected minority 
groups. People of both sexes have sex of all types with 
people of any and every sexuality.race,age,and class all the 
time. We are all at risk, and we can all take precautions to 
keep ourselves healthy. 

Aids is not a plague .although the mass media continue to use 
this highly emotive and fear inducing word. It cannot be 
caught by socialising with infected people, from cups or 
cutlery,from toilet seats or swimming baths.

N@N also notes that the R.C.P. cooperated with 
the Trader in getting publicity fo*- their picket. 
Their organisation is so London centered that 
they hadn’t heard that the Trader is a real 
”no-no”for ones political credibility here - 
they must have been in the hairdressers when the 
words ’’don't trade with the Trader" were 
proclaimed! 



But all WAR'S fine rhetoric about wanting a 
broad based anti-racist campaign were a total sham. 

A member of the anarchist group went to the 
picket on the third day, to find out more about 
the campaign and show the interest of the group 
in joining the pickets later that week. The two 
person picket outside the dole office not only 
declined to give a phone number, but they 
announced that, contrary to the Trader story, 
the pick’et was ending that day. 


Hearts and Minds is the story of the Womens 
Support Groups operating in Nottinghamshire 
during the 1984-85 Miners Strike. 

For them the struggle was harder than for most, 
isolated in their militancy in a county the 
Tories held up as a shining example of "people 
voting with their feet” - scab style. And 
yet nationally they often had to fight for 
recognition from the workers movement, and 
show that not all Notts Miners would betray 
their class and join the UDM, 


When told that the Anarchist Group could muster 
a group of people later that week, they declined 
to reconsider re-instating the picket. . '■ 

WAR kept explaining that ^resources.. s^dpeople 
were'stretched at the moment — that's why the 
picket's so small...” They were pressed again: the 
Anarchist group want to join the action, why are 
the pickets finishing ? WAR repeated their insis¬ 
tence that ”resources_were stretched” 
that, as they say,* was that...' 

I admit that the Anarchist Group made a mistake 
with WAR: it was stupid to expect that they’d 
welcome us, and stupider still to expect them to 
be able to sustain a week long picket. We should 
have planned our own approach from the start — 
but WAR’S closing the campaign mid-week left us 
high and dry. The overstretched Anarchist Group 
hadn't the time to organise another action 


He rts and Minds, written by a woman herself 
deeply involved during the strike, shows the 
women of the Notts Coalfields growing, if 
anything, wiser by the struggle they endured 
and the truths they learned about the nature 
of the state, the bosses and their bullyboys, 
the police. 

It also shows them growing stronger, more con¬ 
fident and more resourceful, forging vital 
links with working class organisations both 
here and internationally and building the 
solid foundations of real workers resistance. 

Finally, for us as anarchists, it shows the 
plain practicality, sense and feasibility of 
grass roots, rank & file organisation by 
people with no power and no weight to throw 
around except that of enduring solidarity and 
commitment to their class,' and to making the 
bosses pay dearly for their crimes.
